A TOWN councillor is calling for 
signs to slow drivers down after wit¬ 
nessing “frightening” scenes of cars 
speeding down a town centre road 
close to racehorses walking to and 
from their yards. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere has called 
for signs to be put up on The Av¬ 
enue, which is also home to Tat- 
tersalls, reminding drivers to slow 
down when horses are on the road 
after seeing “worrying” scenes, 
which she said made her “fear for 
both the horses and the riders”. 

The councillor, who lives on The 
Avenue, told the News : “A couple of 
weeks ago I was out collecting my 
dustbins and some horses were 
coming up The Avenue to turn into 
Cardigan Street and cars were rush¬ 
ing down. 

“This was at about 7.20am. The 
cars were speeding past. I was re¬ 
ally worried about the horses and 
the riders. It was frightening to see. 

“I would really like to see some 
notices up telling drivers to slow 
down when they see the horses on 
the road.” 

The councillor, who represents 
the All Saints ward, raised her con¬ 
cerns at a meeting of the commu¬ 
nity services committee at New¬ 
market Town Council on Monday 


evening. She told councillors: 
“Horses are walking up to turn into 
Cardigan Street to get to their sta¬ 
bles, cars are not slowing down and 
I’m so worried. 

“Many people have come to live 
in the town and they do not know 


and understand how and where 
horses are trained and where they 
go to get to their stables.” 

“When I first came to Newmarket 
in the 1950s and we walked down 
the High Street - back when horses 
used the High Street too -1 was told 


that we must stop for horses, and 
all of the pedestrians would have to 
stand still to let the horses go past.” 

Cllr Christine Pearce asked coun¬ 
cillors on Monday whether a 20mph 
limit was feasible on The Avenue, 
which she says is something that 


has been adopted in many towns. 

The speed limit on the road is 
currently 30mph, but Cllr Crick¬ 
mere said she was more concerned 
about motorists slowing down at 
the times when horses were using 
the road alongside them. 

And Cllr Peter Hulbert added: 
“Motorists should be aware that 
horses have right of way on the 
road, over cars and everything 
else.” 

Cllr Crickmere said it was about 
residents and horses and riders 
“working together”, and that sig¬ 
nage was needed to make it clearer 
to people who may not be aware 
that horses have right of way. 

She told the News : “Both [town 
mayor] Rachel Hood and I care very 
much for people in the town and 
for the horses but the thing is that 
many people who come to work 
here don’t know how it works. 

“What I am really saying is that 
people don’t understand - we’re 
not being rude to new people in the 
town, we are trying to make people 
understand. 

“Slow down for horses and let 
them walk safely on the road.” 

Councillors agreed to pass their 
views on to the Newmarket Vision 
group where it could be taken up 
with the local economy and tour¬ 
ism group.

Louize set to March On Cancer 

A WOMAN from Chippenham who 
has beaten breast cancer twice will 
be joining the March On Cancer in 
Cambridge this weekend. 

Louize Hurst, 57, will be sharing 
her story in the city's March On 
Cancer, as part of Stand Up To 
Cancer on Channel 4, event this 
Saturday. 

The mother-of-two was first 
diagnosed with breast cancer in 2005 
when she noticed a lump while lying 
on a sunbed. Within two weeks, she 
had undergone surgery to remove it. 

Louize said: "I'm fond of saying 
that I only had cancer for two weeks 
because I'd had surgery to remove 
the tumour within a fortnight. I 
needed further treatment with 
radiotherapy afterwards, but it really 
was all dealt with extremely quickly." 

But in 2008, Louize discovered 
another lump while she was on 
holiday in Portugal. She again had a 
lumpectomy and more radiotherapy. 

Louize, mother of Gus Hurst, gold 
medal winner in the Invictus Games, 
is now five years clear. 

She added: "Thanks to research 
and treatment, I'm still here today. 

Sharing my story at March on Cancer 
is an incredibly important moment. 

Hopefully it will show people that 
there is a life after a cancer diagnosis 
and together we can beat it."

Elderly couple 
victims of hoax 


AN elderly couple from Isle- 
ham fell victim to a hoax po¬ 
lice call scam. 

The couple, who are in 
their eighties, received a 
phone call from a man 
claiming to be a police offic¬ 
er who said there was a scam 
operating at their bank. 

He asked the couple to 
hand over a large amount of 
cash to a courier who came 
to their home. 

Police were called by the 
couple’s daughter the fol¬ 
lowing day when she real¬ 
ised they had been a victim 
of crime. 

Now police have urged 
people to watch out for 
fraudsters posing as police 
officers and to never give 
valuables to people at their 
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door. 

Detective Inspector Jamie 
Stenton said: “We are work¬ 
ing hard to find out who 
committed this appalling 
crime on a vulnerable cou¬ 
ple but we’re also keen to 
prevent any further people 
becoming a victim. 

“I would urge everyone 
to consider speaking to any 
elderly or vulnerable rela¬ 
tives or neighbours and re¬ 
mind them not to trust any¬ 
one over the phone without 
checking their legitimacy 
first.” 

He added: “They should 
also never give any bank 
cards, cash or valuables to 


anyone at the door, even if 
they say they are from your 
bank or the police. 

“The fraudsters can be 
very persuasive and often 
victims don’t realise they 
have been scammed. 

“We have taken action 
against these fraudsters and 
this is the first crime we’ve 
had since the end of July, but 
we would like the public to 
help us prevent further of¬ 
fences.”

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A week of heritage and horseracing 


HISTORIC figures from Newmarket's 
past will be greeting local school 
students next week as they learn 
about the rich racing history of their 
town. 

Year eight students from 
Newmarket Academy will be taking 
part in Future Champions week in 
conjuction with the town's main 
racing bodies, including the National 
Horseracing Museum, The National 
Stud, Racing Welfare, Newmarket 
Equine Hospital and The Jockey Club 
Rooms. 

During the week, students will 
cover five areas - heritage, science 
and horseracing, racing by numbers, 
and art and design, with the week 
ending with a day of racing on Friday 
for Dubai Future Champions Day. 

In the first of the events on 
Monday, the students will visit the 
National Horseracing Museum where 
they will be looking at the museum's 
artwork, examining the paintings and 
looking at the movement in them. 

The horse riding simulator will also 
be put to good use as each pupil gets 
a chance to test out their skills. 

Students will then be taken on 
a town trail, meeting famous and 
significant people from Newmarket's 
history. 

Navigating their way along the trail, 
pupils will hear from faces including 
Queen Etheldreda, an Anglo-Saxon 
born in Exning; Elizabeth Musk, 
creator of the famous Newmarket 
sausages; and Charles II, who once 
had residence in Palace House. 

They will also get a tour of The 
Jockey Club rooms. 

The education week was developed 
to help "raise the employment 
aspirations and expectations of the 



Academy's students" and "help 
engage them with the history and 
heritage of the town and community 
they live in". 

Amy Starkey, regional director east 
of Jockey Club Racecourses, said: 

"It is our aim to help inspire these 
students through racing in whatever 
direction or industry they wish to 
work in. 

"We are delighted to help play 
a role in developing the future 
champions of Newmarket's 
community whilst giving them an 
insight into the importance of racing 
and how the industry works." 


Students will also be able to take 
part in a "speed dating" event with 
people working in roles in the racing 
industry from veterinary to catering, 
as well as yard and horse care roles. 

They will have a chance to 
photograph next Friday's race day, 
with those pictures then being 
exhibited in the town centre, as 
well as creating their own hats to be 
displayed in a fashion show. 

Newmarket mayor Rachel Hood 
added: "It is crucial that the children 
of Newmarket are introduced to the 
contribution made by the racing and 
breeding industries to our unique and 


historic town. 

"Hopefully it will encourage them 
to consider becoming involved in 
horseracing in the future." 

The Dubai Future Champions 
education week will continue to be 
developed year on year, working with 
the Newmarket Vision group, to give 
students a greater understanding of 
the racing industry and the history 
and heritage of the community and 
town of Newmarket. 

The week begins on Monday, 
October 13 and runs through to 
Dubai Future Champions Day on 
Friday, October 17. 


Savings will 
see drop 
in officers 

THE number of police of¬ 
ficers in Suffolk is to be re¬ 
duced by up to 83 over the 
next two years to make sav¬ 
ings. 

The force has to save £16.4 
million by 2018. The num¬ 
ber of PCSOs will also be 
reduced by three. 

The reductions will be 
achieved through “natural 
turnover” of staff and “re¬ 
alignment of posts”. 

The government’s spend¬ 
ing review calls on Suffolk 
Constabulary to make sav¬ 
ings of almost £10 million 
in the next four years. A fur¬ 
ther deficit of just over £6.7 
million must then be found 
between 2016 and 2018. 

Police and crime com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore 
said: “Police forces across 
the country are having to 
make difficult decisions as 
they endeavour to deliver 
an efficient and effective 
police service with less 
funding. Suffolk is no dif¬ 
ferent. 

“The Chief Constable 
has presented a range of 
options to plug the fund¬ 
ing gap and I am reassured 
that we will be able to meet 
this financial challenge and 
continue to keep the coun¬ 
ty safe...” 

The savings plan will be 
discussed at the meeting of 
the Police and Crime Panel 
on Friday. 


Officers up for 
bravery award 


TWO police officers have 
been nominated for a police 
bravery award after stopping 
a man in Newmarket who was 
intent on stabbing himself to 
death. 

Pc Rebecca Gardiner and 
Pc Paul Osmond, who are 
based in Mildenhall, have 
been nominated for the 
award by the Suffolk Police 
Federation after the incident 
back in July, 2012. 

The officers responded to a 
call about a car crash where 
one car had left the scene. 

After enquiries, Pcs 
Gardiner and Osmond went 
to a house in Newmarket 
where they found the driver 
of the car who was drunk. 

The man then picked up a 
knife and began repeatedly 
stabbing himself in the 
stomach. 

When the officers tried 
to get the man to stop, they 
were also threatened and the 
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drunk man assaulted the pair 
with the knife. 

After a struggle, the officers 
managed to get the man 
handcuffed before back-up 
arrived. 

Pcs Osmond and Gardiner 
have now been nominated 
for a national Police Bravery 
Award for their efforts. 

Matt Gould, Suffolk Police 
Federation chairman, said: 
“It is always shocking when 
police officers are assaulted 
on duty and even more so 
when knives are involved. 

“Clearly, these officers were 
faced with a dangerous and 
difficult situation. 

“Without thought for their 
own safety, they managed to 
bring about a safe conclusion 
to the situation.” 

He added: The safety of 
people in our community, 


especially those who 
are vulnerable, is a key 
consideration for all our 
officers and they have acted 
with great bravery.” 

The bravery awards are 
held by the Police Federation, 
a staff association made up 
of more than 124,000 police 
constables, sergeants and 
inspectors. 

The 2014 awards, which 
are supported by Police 
Mutual, will be held in 
Fondon on October 16. 

Stephen Mann, CEO of 
Police Mutual, said: “Every 
day, police officers across 
the country face incredibly 
difficult and dangerous 
situations, acting with real 
heroism to protect the lives 
of others. 

“All of the officers 
nominated for an award 
have shown great dedication 
to their duty and remarkable 
courage.”

Man, 74, angry over 
‘silly’ parking rules

A NEWMARKET pensioner has been 
left angered after “confusing signs” 
and a council blunder saw him re¬ 
ceive a parking ticket in a town cen¬ 
tre car park. 

Keith Hugman, 74, of Churchill Av¬ 
enue, parked in the Guineas car park 
in Newmarket and bought a two- 
hour ticket at 10.22am. 

After completing his shopping, 
around half an hour later, Mr Hug- 
man returned to his car and went 
home. 

At 2.50pm, he returned to the car 
park again because he needed to 
exchange something he had bought 
earlier. He bought another ticket, to 
expire at 4pm. 

But when Mr Hugman returned 
to his car, he found he had a park¬ 
ing ticket with a charge of £40 on his 
windscreen. 

He said: “The attendant was on 
the level of the car park when I came 
back so I went up to him and said 
‘you have given me a parking ticket’ 
and he said ‘yes, you’re not allowed 
to park here for more than three 
hours in a period of 12 hours’. 

“My daughter-in-law went down 
to check the signs - the sign on the 
ticket machine actually reads ‘maxi¬ 
mum stay three hours, no return 
within 2 hours’.” 

After Mr Hugman appealed, the 
council realised one of their signs 
was incorrect - the ‘no return within 
two hours’ sign should actually read 
‘no return within 12 hours’. 

A council spokesperson said: “We 
are at fault and we have written to 
this gentleman apologising for an 
inconsistency which resulted in un¬ 


necessarily putting him through the 
enforcement process. 

“His letter of appeal drew atten¬ 
tion to an error on one of the new 
signs installed following the recent 
car park refurbishment. 

“We have now corrected the mis¬ 
take, which involved the figure ‘1’ 
missing from in front of ‘2 hours’, 
making this sign inconsistent with 
the others, and with our terms and 
conditions. We apologise again to 
this gentleman.” 

But Mr Hugman said there should 
not be a limit on parking in the car 
park, and added that it was sending 
shoppers away from Newmarket. 

He said: “When I think about when 
I first moved here 40 years ago and 
what a shopping centre Newmarket 
was back then, with people coming 
here from far and wide, I wouldn’t 
believe it now. 

“Now it is full of coffee shops and 


betting shops. We should be getting 
people into the town but the car 
parks are turning people away. 

“What if I would have wanted to 
take my wife to the doctors and then 
come back in the evening to go for 
a meal? It’s ridiculous. The more you 
think about it, the sillier it gets.” 

But the council spokesperson 
added: “The reason we have a no re¬ 
turn in 12 hours policy in this short 
stay car park is to ensure a steady 
turnover freeing up spaces for those 
wishing to park.”

A GANG of masked raiders 
who stole cash machines 
from places around East An¬ 
glia have been jailed for a to¬ 
tal of 14 years. 

John Loveridge Sr, 38, of 
Beck Row, near Mildenhall 
and John Loveridge Jr, 19, of 
Greenways in Newton Flot- 
man, appeared at Norwich 
Crown Court last week af¬ 
ter admitting conspiracy to 
commit burglary The pair 
appeared alongside Leonard 
Smith, 34, of Moat Way in 
Swavesey, near Cambridge. 

Loveridge Sr, Loveridge 
Jr, and Smith were all part 
of three raids, one of which 
included stealing a cash ma¬ 
chine from the University of 
East Anglia (UEA). 

Shortly before 8.20pm 
on December 2, the thieves 
took a black Mercedes 4x4 
to the entrance of the Stu¬ 
dent Union while Loveridge 
Jr and Smith, who were 
dressed in white dust suits 
and balaclavas went inside 
and attached a tow rope to 
the cash machine. 

Using the Mercedes, the 
cash machine was then 
ripped from its base and the 
cash point, containing more 
than £10,000, crashed into a 
wall and landed on the floor. 

This was the fourth raid, 
with the first taking place at 
Weeting Post Office and the 
second at Easton College 
sports centre. 

In the first raid, nothing 
was taken while in the sec¬ 
ond raid, a cash machine 
containing about £26,000 
was taken. 

On November 1, the trio 
struck again and stole a cash

machine containing about 
£12,000 from Bowthorpe. 

In the University raid, po¬ 
lice had been warned the 
venue may be targeted and 
moved in to arrest the men 
shortly afterwards. 

Loveridge Snr was arrest¬ 
ed after a police car rammed 
the Mercedes he attempted 
to escape in whilst Loveridge 
Jr and Smith were detained 
after running away. 

The group were also be¬ 
hind a number of burglaries 
including a house in Milden¬ 
hall Road, Littleport, West 
Row in Mildenhall and Bun- 
well Road in Reach, where 
they stole “highpowered ve¬ 
hicles” before carrying out 
their raids. 

Detective Sergeant Rich¬ 
ard Dickinson said: “This 
was a challenging and 
lengthy investigation culmi¬ 
nating in a successful covert 


operation which led to the 
arrest of the suspects.” 

He added: “This was an or¬ 
ganised gang who were pre¬ 
pared to burgle houses and 
steal cars in order to commit 
further crimes. 

“It’s fortunate no one was 
injured when the gang car¬ 
ried out the raids as the 
technique used resulted in 
the cash machines flying 
through the air, as shown in 
the UEA CCTY which could 
have easily hit an innocent 
member of the public. 

“Hopefully these sentenc¬ 
es will bring some comfort 
to the many distressed vic¬ 
tims and witnesses in these 
crimes who have suffered at 
the hands of these danger¬ 
ous men.” 

Loveridge Sr was sen¬ 
tenced to six years in prison. 
Loveridge Jr and Smith both 
received four years.

All interests are 
equally important 

PETER Hardwidge Hiett, retired 
farrier, writes (letters, October 1) 
that "Those Newmarket residents 
who will not accept that the horse 
racing industry must come first, 
should sell up and go and live 
somewhere else". 

Back in the 60s a number of 
stud and stable owners decided 
to do just that or Mr Hardwidge 
Hiett would not now be living on 
Studlands. 

I fancy many, if not most, might 
accept that racing interests should 
be considered a priority but would 
also consider that other interests 
should be at least "in the frame" - 
even a "dead heat" - but not "out 
the back" - or "tailed off". 

It is estimated, I believe, that about 
a third of Newmarket's population 
is directly or indirectly involved in 
horse racing. 

Among this third are a few 
thousand racing staff, and even 
farriers, who would like affordable 
homes and improved education, 
shopping, leisure and recreational 
facilities - as too, no doubt, would 
the other two thirds. 

Generally, I would accept that 
the Jockey Club is a benevolent 
institution - even its modern version 
which has relinquished most of its 


power and responsibility for racing 
nationwide and concentrates not 
just on Newmarket interests but also 
development of the racecourses it 
owns. 

Jockey Club Estates is not much 
different from Unex, except one has 
racing interests and the other builds 
houses and commercial premises. 
Both need to balance their books. 

Racing interests have become 
more vocal in recent years, firstly 
over the flats in Bury Road, then the 
Premier Inn and the Wine Store - 
all of which have melded into the 
scenery. 

Opposition to the Hatchfield 
Farm development has cost, and is 
still costing, the District Council ie 
Council Tax Payers a lot of time and 
money. 

Equally, compulsory purchase of 
Queensbury Lodge would, I believe, 
be a classic white elephant. 

Racing interests were not slow 
to avail themselves of free use of 
the Palace House site, which is 
owned by the District Council and 
has a freehold value of some four 
million pounds but were slow to 
contribute to the costs of the Home 
of Horseracing Centre. 

I must, therefore, disagree that " 
the horse racing industry must come 
first" and that 'non-believers' should 
leave. 

All one asks is that our councils 
evidence that all interests - 


including racing - are considered 
equally important.

MYSTERY: The silver cane

TWO families from Australia 
and Norfolk are appealing 
for help in getting to the bot¬ 
tom of the mysterious his¬ 
tory of a cane from Cheveley. 

David Lister, of New South 
Wales in Australia and his 
friend Ray Taylor, of Dere- 
ham in Norfolk, are trying to 
crack the puzzle of the histo¬ 
ry of a silver engraved walk¬ 
ing cane, which was given to 
a man called William Barton 
Westhead from Lady Somer- 
leyton, Phyllis Crossley, at 
Cheveley Park. 

The cane is now in Da¬ 
vid’s possession, the neph¬ 
ew of Mr Westhead, and is 
engraved with his uncle’s 
initials, the date November 
5, 1916, and “from Lady So- 
merleyton, Cheveley Park”. 

The old friends first start¬ 
ed their search for the story 
four or five years ago when 
David came to visit Ray, who 
took him to Somerleyton 
Hall. David mentioned the 
cane in passing and later 
sent Ray detailed informa¬ 
tion about the cane. But af¬ 
ter five years, the pair still 
haven’t found an answer. 

Now, David and Ray are 
appealing for information 
from local people who they 
hope can help them learn 
more of the cane’s history. 

Currently the pair know 
that Mr Westhead, who was 
born in Wigan in 1897, went 
to Australia with his family 
in the early 1900s where he 


enlisted in New South Wales 
on September 8 1915, join¬ 
ing the 3 Australian Infantry 
Battalion 13 to 23 Reinforce¬ 
ments. 

Ray said: “In early March 
they were moved to the 
Western Front and mid 
fuly were transferred to the 
Somme and took part in 
the Battles of Pozieres and 
Mouquet Farm where they 
suffered almost 90 per cent 
casualties. 

“William was wounded on 
August 19 1916 with shot¬ 
gun wounds to the right side 
of his chest. He was sent to 
England on September 14, 
1916, where we assume he 
went to Cheveley Park, or as 
we have come to understand 
what the troops called Lady 
Somerleyton Hospital. 

“We understand that Ch¬ 
eveley Hall was used as a 
Red Cross hospital during 
the First World War and Lady 
Somerleyton was Matron.” 

There is no mention of 
Cheveley in Mr Westhead’s 
records, but he was known 
to have returned to Wey¬ 
mouth from Cambridge sta¬ 
tion on December 1, 1916, 
and returned to Australia 
discharged as being medi¬ 
cally unfit. Ray added: “We 
assume William was one of 


many so why would Lady 
Somerleyton present him 
with a gift of an engraved 
cane? 

“Plus what was happening 
on November 5, 1916? Was 
there some kind of event? 

“We do know that the title 
Somerleyton was introduced 
in that same year but from 
what we can see it was in the 
fune so the date of Novem¬ 
ber 5 must mean something 
else and why was William so 
privileged?” 

After Ray and David re¬ 
ceived a reply from Hugh 
Crossley, the 4th Baron Lord 
Somerleyton, David has 
written in his will that the 
cane should be returned to 
the hall when he dies. 

But first, they hope to get 
to the bottom of its tale. 

Ray said: “William never 
married so the story was 
never handed down and the 
cane never came to light un¬ 
til after his death. 

“David is in his seventies 
now and he would be over 
the moon to put a final story 
to it. We may never know.”

Plans approved 
for a solar farm 


PLANS to build a ma¬ 
jor solar farm in Soham 
have been approved. 

The proposals to erect 
50,000 solar panels on 
land at Triangle Farm, 
Angle Common, were 
approved by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday. 

Plans to build the 12 
megawatt solar farm 
have been in the pipe¬ 
line for some time, and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council applied for for¬ 
mal planning permis¬ 
sion in August. 

The committee heard 
Soham Town Council 


■ JORDAN DAY 


had “raised concerns 
over the loss of agricul¬ 
tural land and the bene¬ 
fits to Soham residents” 
and members thought 
“an appropriate Sec¬ 
tion 106 agreement that 
benefits the town is es¬ 
sential”. 

The district council’s 
conservation officer 
said: “The site is located 
at a sufficient distance 
and is well screened by 
existing and proposed 
landscaping that there 
will be minimal impact 
on the wider setting of 


the heritage assets.” 

The officer added: 
“The nature of the de¬ 
velopment, combined 
with the existing topog¬ 
raphy and landscaping 
will result in no harm 
being caused to the sig¬ 
nificance of the desig¬ 
nated heritage assets.” 

In a statement, the 
council’s agents, Savills 
Ltd, said: “The proposed 
development will gener¬ 
ate a peak capacity of 12 
megawatts of electricity. 

“The installation is 
forecast to produce 
enough electricity to 
power approximately 
3,150 homes per year. 


“Areas between the 
panels will be grazed by 
sheep, providing the ad¬ 
ditional benefit of ongo¬ 
ing agricultural activity 
at the site.” 

Now the plans have 
been approved, subject 
to conditions, the solar 
farm will be in operation 
for the next 25 years. 

The spokesman said: 
“After the initial 25-year 
period, the site will ei¬ 
ther be decommis¬ 
sioned or returned to 
agricultural use, or per¬ 
mission will be sought 
to extend the life of the 
site for a further number 
of years.” 


Numbers 
rise at 
racecourse 


MORE than 88,000 people 
descended on Newmarket 
Racecourses this summer, 
a rise of 8.8 per cent on the 
previous year. 

A total of 88,714 people 
attended the racecourses, 
compared to 81,537 in 2013 
in the same number of fix¬ 
tures. 

Warm and dry weather 
during September have 
helped to boost numbers, 
The fockey Club said, with 
average crowds in the 
month topping 3,286 peo¬ 
ple. 

Paul Fisher, group man¬ 
aging director of fockey 
Club Racecourses, said: 
“We’ve spent more than 
£150 million on our facili¬ 
ties in the last decade to of¬ 
fer the best possible expe¬ 
rience all year round. You 
can’t escape the fact that 
racing is an outdoor sport 
and weather conditions are 
the number one variable to 
crowds. 

“In fact, this September 
has been one of the best 
months for attendances 
we’ve had for seven years, 
when you look at like-for- 
like fixtures. 

“The one thing we can 
guarantee in all weathers is 
that every penny we make 
we will put back into Brit¬ 
ish racing, so good crowds 
is good news for our sport 
as a whole.”

Care home must 
improve service, 
say inspectors 


A NEW care home in Mildenhall has 
been told to make improvements af¬ 
ter an inspection by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

Mildenhall Lodge was inspected 
by the regulating body at the end of 
July and in a report released since, 
the home was told it needed to make 
improvements in four areas. 

The home in St Johns Close, run by 
Care UK, was told action was need¬ 
ed to make sure it was looking at the 
care and welfare for the people using 
its services, making improvements 
to staffing, records and in assessing 
and monitoring the quality of ser¬ 
vice provision. 

Inspectors found problems in the 
home, which included records not 
updated, the call bell system not 
operating correctly and low staffing 
levels. 

The report said: “We found some 
records which were not completed 
appropriately and contained con¬ 
flicting information which placed 
people at risk. 

“Some records were not suffi¬ 
ciently detailed to ensure that staff 
had all the information they needed 
to keep people safe.” 

The home provides residential 
and nursing care for up to 60 people, 
including those living with Alzhei¬ 
mer’s and other forms of dementia. 

It first opened in June 2014 as part 
of a £60 million investment plan to 
“transform older people’s care in 
Suffolk”, the first of ten new homes 
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opening in 2014 and 2015, with 
30 people taking accommodation 
there. The report said it had looked 
at the care plans for four patients 
with diabetes, but staff had no clear 
information on how this should be 
managed. 

It added that while the staff were 
“caring and respectful”, there were 
not enough of them. 

It said: “Low staffing levels on the 
day of our inspection meant that 
people did not always get the help 
and support they needed promptly. 
People who used the service told us 
that although they were happy with 
the staff, they struggled to find them 
at times.” 

In another incident, a resident’s 
call bell was ringing for 14 minutes 
before a staff member responded. 

The report said: “We were very 
concerned that this person might 
have been placed at serious risk of 
harm because they had to wait so 
long for assistance.” 

Caroline Roberts, Care UK’s direc¬ 
tor of quality and governance, said: 
“We fully take on board the CQC’s 
comments and want to apologise 
to residents and their families for 
the care at Mildenhall Lodge falling 
below the high standard that they 
deserve. 

“When they visited in July, the 
CQC inspectors did note that the 


residents were supported by team 
members who were caring, respect¬ 
ful and engaging positively and 
warmly with people. 

“However, we also accept the in¬ 
spectors found several issues with 
the home including shortcomings 
in staff training, and teething issues 
with the equipment at the home - in 
particular the call bell system and 
the computerised care records. 

“Many of these were a result of the 
fact that the home had only been 
open for six weeks and have now 
been rectified. However, this does 
not excuse the shortcomings ex¬ 
perienced in the early weeks of the 
homes operation.” 

She added: “A detailed improve¬ 
ment plan was drawn up immedi¬ 
ately and its implementation is be¬ 
ing overseen by very experienced 
senior managers. 

“Our national training experts 
have also spent a lot of time with 
the team to ensure that they have all 
the skills to deliver great care in this 
brand new building - from meeting 
the needs of residents with special¬ 
ised diets, to managing the call bell 
system. 

“We are confident that the care 
delivered in Mildenhall Lodge will 
soon of the high standard residents 
are entitled to expect and we look 
forward to welcoming the CQC in¬ 
spectors back shortly to show that 
this was a temporary dip in perfor¬ 
mance.”

Consultation held 
on housing plans 


A COMMUNITY consultation has 
been held into a development site 
off Newmarket Road in Burwell. 

The site has around 20 hec¬ 
tares of agricultural land which 
adjoins the built up area of Bur¬ 
well, wrapping around residential 
housing off Felsham Chase and 
other housing developments to 
the north west. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) and Burwell Par¬ 
ish Council have been working 
on a masterplan for the village 
since 2011, which they hope will 
make Burwell into a “thriving ru¬ 
ral community whilst retaining its 
village character and community 
support networks”. 

ECDC have so far proposed to 
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allocate the land for more hous¬ 
ing totalling 350 dwellings. 

A total of 40 per cent affordable 
housing would be included on 
the site, along with open spaces 
and sports pitches, a sports hub 
and “informal open space”. 

Residents going to the consul¬ 
tation were told that “the site is 
well located to take advantage of 
existing public transport connec¬ 
tions” and was “well located with 
good access to existing commu¬ 
nity facilities”. 

An exhibition was held at Man- 
deville House last weekend where 
the public could share their 
thoughts and ask questions of de¬ 


velopers. 

Alterations may then be made 
to plans before an outline plan¬ 
ning application is submitted 
later this year. 

Concerns have been raised by 
local residents that not enough 
thought has been given for traffic 
leaving the site during the morn¬ 
ing rush hour.

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Campaign to 
stop underage 
tobacco sales 


SALES of tobacco to people underage 
could be stubbed out in Suffolk thanks to 
an initiative by trading standards. 

Suffolk Trading Standards and Public 
Health are attempting to stub out under¬ 
age sales with a “don’t get me started” 
campaign, and are asking people to report 
premises who they suspect are selling to¬ 
bacco to people under 18. 

The campaign asks everyone, from to¬ 
bacco retailers, parents, schools and the 
public to play their part in ensuring un¬ 
derage people can’t purchase tobacco. 

Councillor Colin Spence, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public protection, said: “We have 
a vast majority of responsible newsagents, 
tobacconists and other retailers in Suffolk, 
but unfortunately there are some that 
don’t follow the law. 

“Trading standards receives a number 
of reports of underage alcohol sales, and 
relatively very few for cigarettes and other 
tobacco products. 

“This doesn’t necessarily mean it is not 
happening, only that it is not reported.

“It is a serious offence to sell these prod¬ 
ucts to an underage person and we want 
to help stop these practices in our county.” 

A reporting card has been created so it is 
easier than ever to report establishments 
they suspect are selling tobacco underage. 

Councillor Alan Murray, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for health and adult care, added: 
“We’re calling on the people of Suffolk to 
join our “Don’t get me started” pledge by 
playing their part in reducing access to 
tobacco for young people who attempt to 
buy these products.” 

A “thunderclap” will also be held on so¬ 
cial media on October 29, where users will 
tweet with the hashtag “#StubItOut”.

Jail for banned 
driver who got

A SOHAM man who was 
caught driving while already 
disqualified and uninsured has 
been sentenced to six weeks in 
prison and handed a further 
two-year driving ban.

At the time of the offence, 
Pimenta Passos, 53, was still 
subject to a driving disquali¬ 
fication that lasted until Sep-

tember 28, 2015, received for 
drink driving. 

Speaking in defence, Monica 
Lenton stressed that it was only 
following his arrest that Pi¬ 
menta Passos fully understood 
the seriousness of his crime. 

She said: “He fully co-op¬ 
erated with the police and at 
the first occasion he pleaded 
guilty. 

“He did not perhaps under¬ 
stand the seriousness of what 
he was doing and that what 
may be go for Portugal does 
not go for England.” 

Mrs Lenton explained that 
Pimenta Passos’ partner had 
also had to stop working be¬ 
cause of the stressful situation 
and said it is likely the defend¬ 


ant, who works as a machine 
operator, would also lose his 
job if he went to prison. 

However, district judge Ken 
Sheraton condemned the Pi¬ 
menta Passos’ behaviour, par¬ 
ticularly as his offence was 
committed during an existing 
and lengthy driving disqualifi¬ 
cation. 

He told the defendant: “I am 
finding it very difficult to un¬ 
derstand your attitude to driv¬ 
ing. 

“On this occasion you chose 
to drive to the supermarket be¬ 
cause your wife was tired - you 
knew you were disqualified 
from driving. 

“You knew full-well you 
shouldn’t be driving but you 
chose to and you are a danger 
to other members of the pub¬ 
lic.”

I wholeheartedly disagree with offensive 
comment in the tweet and am incredibly sorry 
for any offence caused." 

The MP has more than 17,000 followers on

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Six cats escape 
death after 
being dumped 
in wheelie bin

SIX cats dumped in a bin 
near Wicken Fen nature 
reserve narrowly escaped 
death. 

Dog walkers found the 
moggies after their dog start¬ 
ed barking and scratching at 
the abandoned wheelie bin 
left in a remote area. 

The adult cats - aged be¬ 
tween two and five-years- 
old - are now being cared for 
by Blue Cross pet charity. 

The abandoned pets were 
immediately taken to the 
charity’s Cambridge re¬ 
homing centre where they 
were given a thorough check 
by vets and settled into the 
cattery with food and TLC. 

Alan Maskell, centre 
manager at Blue Cross pet 
re-homing centre in Cam¬ 
bridge, said: “It’s a dreadful 
case - the poor cats must 
have been terrified. 

“Whoever did this must 
have intentionally dumped 
the bin as it was in the mid¬ 
dle of nowhere.” 

The six cats have been 
named Tamara, Meenie, 
Cleopatra, Holly, Cinders 
and Peter by the team. 

Mr Maskell added: “Lucki¬ 
ly some walkers came across 
the bin and were alerted to it 
by their dog. 

“When they opened the 
lid they found six cats star¬ 
ing up at them - they were 
completely shocked.” 

The charity is keen to find 
loving new homes - either 
in pairs or on their own - for 
each cat. 

Mr Maskell said: “The 
cats were in good condi¬ 
tion, some are neutered and 
they are all very friendly 
considering what they’ve 
been through, so they must 
have been cared for at some 
point. 

“The cats would have died 
if they weren’t found - they

are very lucky to be alive and 
we will do our best to find 
them new families.”

DESIGNED by performance 
artist and painter Tim Spooner, 
The Assembly of Animals 
sounds completely magical. 

Part show, part installation 
it's setting up at Cambridge 
Junction, revolving around 
a stage that slowly expands, 
lit by neon colours and 
submerged in murky blackness.

THE leaves are starting to fall, 
the lawn needs rejuvenating, the 
beds could do with a tidy-up, and 
overcrowded plants can be lifted and 
divided.

■ Clearing leaves: There are many 
rakes on the market but among 
the best is the Fiskars Garden Light 
Leaf Rake, available in medium or 
large, which has a tough plastic 
head and an ergonomically designed 
lightweight hardened aluminium shaft 
and comfortable soft grip handle.

■ Autumn and winter digging: A 
good garden fork is perfect for this 
job. Buy the best quality one you 
can, as so many cheaper versions 
end up with prongs bending or even 


snapping under duress. You'll also 
need a fork to lift plants which you 
want to move or divide in autumn. 
Among the best is the made-in-UK 
Bulldog classic premier garden fork, 
which has a head made from a single 
piece of steel and an ash shaft and 
handle and comes with a lifetime 
guarantee. (RRP £50.67) or the 
smaller, lighter shrubbery fork (RRP 
49.74) both available from www.

■ Plant bulbs. You can use a hand 
trowel and fork to do this job, but 
bulb planters lift a core of soil, 
enabling you to plant bulbs quickly 
and are useful in soil that holds 
together well but is not too heavy. 
There are many good ones on the 
market, but instead of having to kneel 
to do the job you can buy them with 
a long handle so you can push the 
planter in with your foot. Burgon &

Chaos as tax disc era ends 
and electronic disc begins 



GONE: After 93 years of gallant service the paper tax disc is no more 


THE first day of the pa¬ 
perless car tax system de¬ 
scended into chaos with 
the Driver and Vehicle Li¬ 
censing Agency (DVLA) 
website buckling under 
“unprecedented demand” 
for the electronic version of 
the disc. 

From October 1, vehi¬ 
cle owners will no longer 
have to display the vehicle 
excise duty (VED) disc on 
their screens, with those 
needing to renew their 
VED either doing it on¬ 
line at the DVLA’s car tax 
website or at Post Office 
branches. 

But many people have 
been unable to get on to 
the DVLA site, prompt¬ 
ing the agency to issue an 
apology and to advise ve¬ 
hicle owners to “keep try¬ 
ing”. 

The AA reported that a 
number of its members 
had complained about not 
being able to access the 
DVLA site, with president 
Edmund King saying it was 
“a bit ironic in this digital 


age” that the system had 
been overwhelmed. 

The DVLA said: “More 
than 270,000 people suc¬ 
cessfully used our online 
car tax service yesterday - 
that’s 30,000 more than on 
the same day last year. 

“We are currently expe¬ 
riencing unprecedented 
demand which means 


that some customers may 
be experiencing slow re¬ 
sponse times or having 
difficulty accessing the 
service. 

“We are of course very 
sorry for any inconven¬ 
ience and we are urgently 
investigating to improve 
service quality for the mi¬ 
nority of our customers 


that are experiencing is¬ 
sues.” 

A DVLA spokeswoman 
said: “The system has not 
crashed - it’s just slow at 
the moment. We are advis¬ 
ing people to keep trying.” 

Earlier this year, in writ¬ 
ten evidence to the House 
of Commons Transport 
Committee, the AA said: 


“The AA believes that ail¬ 
ing mainframe systems 
like the vehicle and driver 
registers at DVLA have 
worked admirably well giv¬ 
en what is now expected of 
them. 

“However, they are no 
longer fit for purpose 
to deliver the motoring 
agencies’ vision now pro¬ 
posed.” 

Yesterday, Mr King said: 
“We’ve had a number of 
our members coming on 
to us say that the DVLA 
car-tax site has crashed. 
It’s a bit ironic in this digi¬ 
tal age that the site goes 
down on the first day of the 
electronic system coming 
into being. 

“I think that not only a 
lot of people have tried 
to get on to the site to re¬ 
new their car tax but also 
a number have tried to 
access the site to find out 
how the changes to the car 
tax system affect them.” 

The car tax disc lasted 93 
years, having been intro¬ 
duced in 1921. 


AN RAC survey of more than 
2,000 drivers showed that 36% 
were unaware of the scrapping 
of the paper disc, while 47% did 
not know when the change was 
due to take effect. 

The poll also showed that 63% 
feared there would be a rise in 
the number of untaxed cars on 
the road, while 44% reckoned 
the change would actually 
encourage people to break the 
law. 

The ending of the need to 
display a car tax disc could 
lead to tax evasion costing the 
economy £167 million a year, 
according to the RAC. 

It said it feared that the 
number of tax-dodgers could 
equal the number who try to 
avoid paying motor insurance. 

RAC chief engineer David 
Bizley said: "We could be 
looking at around £167 million 
of lost revenues to the Treasury, 
far exceeding the £10 million 
that will be saved by no longer 
having to print tax discs and 
post them to vehicle owners. 

"The big question has to be 
whether enforcement using 
only cameras and automatic 
number plate recognition will 
be sufficiently effective."

Huff secures maiden 
WTCC win for Lada

ROB Huff could barely hide his 
delight after giving Lada their first 
World Touring Car Championship 
victory at the Race of Beijing. 

The Newmarket racer claimed 
the win in last Sunday’s second 
race, having started from pole 
position. 

It has been a difficult year for 
2012 WTCC champion Huff and 
the Russian manufacturer, but he 
was naturally happy to have their 
perseverance rewarded with a 
historic triumph. 

“I am on top of the world and so 
thrilled to give Lada Sport its first 
ever race win in the FIA World Tour¬ 
ing Car Championship,” said Huff. 

“This is a result of all the hard 
work and determination that has 
gone into the project and it shows 
that, when you keep pushing any¬ 
thing can be achieved. 

“The team has worked tirelessly 
and we have taken a significant 
step in the right direction in recent 
weeks and months, as the car has 
genuinely felt fantastic and, now 
we have the taste for victory, there’s 
no telling what’s possible.” 

Huff qualified 10th for the first 
race of the day, having been up 
among the front runners during 
free practice. 

He was battling with team-mate 
James Thompson during the open¬ 
ing laps before a long safety car 
period as a result of a collision 
between Rene Munnich and Dusan 
Borkovic. 

When racing resumed on lap 
11 of 28, Huff took a safety-first 
approach and brought his Lada 
Granta Sport home in eighth 
behind Thompson, with the duo 


benefitting from Ma Qing Hua 
going off-track and Gabriele 
Tarquini retiring. 

The reverse grid saw Huff start 
race two on the front row and he 


was able to hold off the attention 
of Tom Coronel in the ROAL Motor- 
sport Chevrolet Cruze heading into 
the first corner. 

He managed to extend the lead 


to just over three seconds at one 
point, but although he slowed the 
pace, Huff managed the gap be¬ 
tween him and Coronel to hold on 
for the win.
